The official also solemnly chop- 
ped faggots in the Law Courts as 
part of the same ceremohy. 

It is an ‘annual affair—this pay- 
ing of quit rent services—which 
on the Corporation the 
right of holding and occupying for 
another year two” valuable pieces of 
Crown land. 

They consist of .a farm near 
Bridgenorth, Shropshire. and a8 

holding at St. Clement. Danes, orl- 
ginally a forge, but now the site of 
buildings. 

The services have been rendered 
in this” way for upwards of 700 
years. 

Originally they.were rendered to 
the Court of the Exchequer, but 
the King’s -Remembrancer has of- 
ficiated since 1859. The position is 
at present held by Sir George 
Bonner, ‘who, incidentally, holds a 
certificate of the Royal Humane 
Society for Ilfesaving {in the 
Thames in 1918,—Reuter.
